Be it enacted by the Legidature of the State of Minnesoba :

Seorron 1, The County of Ramsey is hereby ‘authorized
to isgue bonds for the purpose of reducing and funding ber anthoriey to -
present indebiedness, and meking such compromise and ™
adjustment in reference to the bonds which have heen here- Agjastmont
tofore issued by the authorities thereof, as may be thought *of bondsnlresdy
advisable and expedient.
